10. Mr: Scott has submitted elaborate reports on the experimental 
culture of the opium poppy for the seasons ending with the 15th April 1874 
and 81st May 1875 respectively. He has since been desired to prepare a short 

ctical treatise on the subject, devoid of scientific terms, showing the results 
| of his operations and the conclusions derived therefrom ; and also setting forth, 
* in the form of rules or instructions, what steps should be taken at each stage of 
cultivation and under varying conditions, with full explanations of any changes 
that it may be necessary to introduce. On receipt of this treatise the desir- 

ability of continuing the experiments longer will be considered. , 

11. The practice which was in force before the year 1870, and which has 
been since revived, of sanctioning an expenditure in each agency for presenting 
shawls and turbans, &c., to such of the principal cultivators as may be consivered 
deserving the distinction, yields satisfactory results. Rs. 10,000 are now 
annually sanctioned for this purpose in each agency. The proposal to grant 
a bonus of Ks, 10 for each maund of opium produced in excess of the 
estimate framed at the beginning of the year was only sanctioned on a very 
limited scale, and as there were objections to continuing this experiment 
it has been discontinued. 

12, Inthe chapter on opium in the last annual administration report, 
© swepitewas stateiiethat the Licutenant-Governor had found himself unable to sane- 
tion’ the ie sage of the Board of Kevenue to abandon and dispose of the 
steam saw-mills attached to the Behar Opium Agency for the manufacture of 
packing chests. The Lieutenant-Governor was of opinion that every effort 
should be made to work the mills up to their full power, and that, if properly 
worked, the mills could not fail to pay.

_ As a year has now elapsed since the issue of the Minute of the 18th May 
' 1875, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to take this opportunity of explaining 
what has been done to carry out the orders of the Minute, what proposals are 
still under consideration, and in what localities further assistance appears to 
be most urgently required. 
The additional aid which has been given during the year to advance

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER FOR THE PORT OF CALCUTTA 
FOR 1875.

A letter from the Sanitary Commissioner of Bengal, dated 18th May 1876, forwarding 
. the report of the Health Officer of the Port of Calcutta from the Ist September 
1875, the date of Dr. French’s assumption of the olfice, to the close of the 
calendar year. 
Tne question of the conservancy in the port of Calcutta has long been 
underagonsideration, and the need of special sanitary arrangements for the 
port has repeatedly been pressed upon Government. It is not, indeed, the case ° 
thatthe port of Calcutta has ever been altogether without sanitary inspection 
and supervision. Although it was not considered necessary to promulgate . 
any general quarantine rules, individual cases were dealt with as they arose; 
but there never was systematic supervision and inspection in Calcutta. + 
Quarantine rules have never been enforced: it is believed they are not 
necessary, and that recourse should not be had to rules which cause much 
“inconvenience and interference with trade until the necessity for the rules has 
Been established by proof of the existence of a new and real danger. But if 
Ne tine rules are not to be enforced, the desirability of making arrange. 
ments for the systematic inspection of the port by a competent medical 
rity becomes evident ; and it was accordingly recommended by the 
nt-Governor that a Health Officer for the Port of Calcutta should 
nted, to be placed under the orders of the Sanitary Commissioher of” 
bat to be in all other respects an independent officer, not subordinate, °* 




















-to the Port Commissioners, the Justices of Caloutta, or the Suburban Munici- 
— The appointment of this officer was sanctioned by the Government of 
dia in May 1875, and Dr. J..G. French, who was the first officer —— 
took charge of his duties on the Ist of September 1875. He now 
‘submitted a report to Government which covers the period from the Ist Sep- 
tember 1875 to the close of the year. 

2. The Health Officer has recorded some valuable notes on cholera, and 
the services that have already been rendered to sanitation by his observations 
and enquiries have sufficiently shown the necessity that existed of establishing 
his appointment. It is pointed out by the Sanitary Commissioner that the con- 
dition of the river banks is the most serious subject dealt with in Dr. French’s 
report. From a sanitary point of view, there is not much difference etween 
any particular parts of the river, though the returns show that the Esplanade 
moorings are perhaps the worst for cholera, But it must be remembered that the 
Hooghly is a strong tidal stream, and that, as a consequence, pollutions are 
carried up as well as down the current. Of the 34 cases of cholera reported 
during the four months under review, 12 occurred in the Union dock (one 
outbreak), eight occurred in the Esplanade moorings, five at the Jetties, five at 
Prinsep’s, and four in the Hastings moorings. ‘These observations must be 
extended over a long period of time before really valuable results can be 
arrived at. 

8. The outbreak of cholera on board the French ship Marguerite, which 
had gone into the Union dock for repair, was exceptional. The crew consisted 
of 24 men, who had all been healthy at sea, and were healthy in port. As 
long as they used the water brought into port with them, no case of cholera 
occurred ; but subsequently, on using water supplied by one of the Hoogh!: 
water-boats, 12 cases of cholera occurred, and seven of them proved fat 
The situation of the Union dock is explained to be most unhealthy. Here 
500 workmen use one wooden latrine, which is cleaned by flushing its 
contents into the river. Then, again, there are two trapped municipal drains 
passing through the yard of the docks, which render the entire neighbouthood 
offensive. Dr, French distinctly traced the cause of cholera on the Marguerite 
to the supply of Hooghly water instead of water from the municipal hyarants; 
and as soon as pure water was supplied the disease stopped, The boatmen 
had sold very bad and decomposed water to the captain instead of the hydrant 
water he bad sent for. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see it stated that 
there has been no recurrence of this. Dr. French has constantly inspected the 
boats, and on no occasion has he been able to detect any cheating, or find fault 
with the water. Most of the ships, while in port, are said to use the water of 
the port whence they have come, and to fill up from a hydrant or a water-boat 
a few days before leaving for sea. The captains have great faith in using 
water to which their sailors have been accustomed for some time. 
ments are now almost complete, under which the Calcutta Municipality and 
the Port Commissioners will be able to supply all ships with water frém the 
hydrants, their own staff superintending the arrangements, and water fouled by 
the bottom of boats or river pollutions will not be supplied to the ships in future. 


4, The supply of adulterated milk is also a source of cholera. the 
Health Officer has traced some cholera cases that occurred in the ships« of 
Peebles, Hereford, and Savoir Faire to the goalas in Howrah having the 


water of tanks fouled by dirty clothes with the milk they sold to the sailors. — 
The Howrah Municipality have been desired to license only such goalas to 


milk as can supply a sufficient quantity of pure milk. :

Board of Trade. The disease of scurvy has no doubt much diminished in 
uence of the precautions adopted in recent years, but it cannot-be 
as otherwise than unsatisfactory that it should now be found to 
atall in English ships. As Dr. Coates, the Sanitary Commissioner, points 
out; the quantity of food carried by these Cape-going vessels needs careful 
looking after; and now that compressed vegetables tinned meats, and preserved 
fruits can be procured in abundance, there should be no such disease as scurvy. 
6. Te thanks of Government are due to Dr. French for the energetic 
manner in which he has discharged the duties of Health Officer of the port. 
The Lieutenant-Governor also ackndéwledges the careful supervision exercised 

by Dr. Pilcher, who was acting as Sanitary Commissioner during the year.

Bales for regulating the iseue of. Meteorological Tnstromonts. 


1. Twe stations which have been selected by the Meteorblogical to the 
Government of India for the registry and record of meteorological observations have already 
been specified in the scheme submitted by Mr, Blanford with his letter dated 26th July 
1875, and approved by the Government of India on the 27th September of the same year, 
The issue of instruments to these stations is not intended to be affected by the present 
rules, but will continue to be made on indents submitted through the local Meteorological 
Reporter and the local Government or Administration to the Government of India, wo 
will, after consulting the Meteorological Keporter as may be necessary, direct the indents 
to be complied with by the Mathematical Instrument Department. 


2. But there may be cases in which local officers, whose place of residence is not one 
of the stations where the registry of observations is considered absolutely necessary to the 
general scheme of observation and record for the whvle of India, may desire to volunteer 
their services as observers without remuneration from Government. _In these cases Govérn- 
ment will be willing to supply such officers with instruments, registers, &c., free of expense, 
and the issue of these articles will be made in the manner hereinafter described, 


3. Any officer of Government who may desire to establish » meteorological observatory 
at astution at which no observatory at present exists, and to obtain instruments from the 
Government stores for that purpose, should apply, giving full particulars of his proposal, to 
the local Meteorological Reporter. 

4. The application should set forth the special reasons, if qny, which render the 
establishment of an observatory desiralle, and sould specify the building or site at which 
it is proposed to establish it, This should in all cases be a public building, and not a orivate 
residence, It should also specify the officer by whom the observations will be made, and 
state whether the appointments or offices which he holds are of such a nature as to admit of 
his observing regularly at the hours fixed for observations. It is essential that the recorder 
of the observations should be an official permanently resident at the station, or the holder 
of au office, the incumbent of which will be so resident for some definite term of years. 


5. The local Meteorological Reporter, if he approves of the suggestion, will, after 
making such further enquiries as he may consider necessary, record his opinion on the

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FOUNDING OF AN INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTION AT BANKIPORE, 
NEAR PATNA, FOR THE PROVINCE OF BEHAR. 


Minute by the Licutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated the 20th June 1876. 


Ow the oceasion of the visit of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to 
, Bankipore, near Patna, in January last, the Native Chiefs and gentlemen of 
Behar formed a scheme, in commemoration of that event, for the advancement 
-of education in practical scienee in the Province; and for this purpose sub- 
scriptions were promised in a manner most creditable to the public-spirit and to 
the loyal sentiments of the upper classes in that important part of the country. 
2. Some necessary, indeed unavoidable, discussion has ensued as to whether 
the’® proposed institution should take the form of an agricultural college at. 
Poosa in Tirhoot (formerly the site of the Government Stud), or of a mechanical 
school at Dehree in Shahabad, near the head-works of the Sone Canal, or of an 
~ *industrial institution at Bankipore near Patna. Seeing that Poosa and Dehree qs 
“Doth possess peculiar advantages for the purposes above set forth, I should have * 4 
gladly seen the present efforts directed to founding an iustitution at either of 
n pace ut the wishes of the Native subscribers and supporters of the

6. Lhope that a si rage committee will be formed for the governance 
of the institution; that the technical training in useful arts and trades, 
smith’s work, carpentry, and the like, will in the first instance be placed under 
the guidance of an European Mechanical Engincer; and that the passing of at 
least the primary scholarship standard will be prescribed as a test for the 
admission of scholars, 

7. Lcommend to the attention of the committee the scheme of instruction 
proposed by Mr. A. W. Croft, the Inspector of Schools. 

8. It will be arranged that all Government scholarships, obtained by com- 
ition under the rules, below the junior scholarships, shall, at the will of the 
ders, be tenable at this institution, But it will not be obligatory on any 

winner of a scholarship to hold this scholarship in this institution and in no 
other. 

9. I am quite opposed to the allowing of mere stipends for attendance. 
Learners who syairete be paid for learning are not the persons of the stamp 
that is qeelial tox this institution. But those who win scholarships in open 
competition, and who elect to hold them here, will be welcome. 

10, It appears that the committee are likely to desire for their building a 
site which is mas to the Patna College, und which belongs to the Opium Depart- 
ment. I will endeavour to arrange that this site be given to the institution, 
on the condition that the plans for the building be submitted for the approval 
of Government. . 

11, I trust that the promised subscriptions will be rapidly collected and 
realized, and that the results hereafter cia So by this institution, for the good 
of the people, will prove worthy of the munificence of the donors,

Barometric Presve,—The pressures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 feet 
ate reduced from thore given in column 3 of the table on the previous page, by adding the weight of 
a column of air of the temperatures givea in column 17, For stations above 500 feet elevation the 
reduction is made by Captain Allan Cunningbam’s table, “ Prof. papers on Indian Engineering, No. 
X11.” The temperatures at the sea lovel are taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature.—The temperatures in column $ are reduced from those in eolumn 17 on the preceding 
page, by adding 1° Fahrenbeit for every 450 feet.
